POPCORN SNOWMAN

Make up a recipe for caramel corn, 
substituting one cup white sugar for 
brown sugar 
I cup light brown sugar 
I cup white corn syrup

Mix brown sugar, corn syrup, water 
and salt in a three-quart sauce pan. Cook 
over medium heat, stirring constantly, 
until the mixture boils.

Bethel, Vt.: Dear Oracle: What do you 
know about planting corn with fish in the 
hills?

Plymouth, N. H.: Dear Oracle: The 

oldest inhabitants used paint which they 
made themselves, but they must have 
lacked many of the ingredients which go 
into paint today. Yet, I have seen exam 
ples of their work, possibly 90 to 100 
years old, even older, and the paint was 
good and the color bright. Have you any 
idea of how it was made? D. T. 
We are unable to give you any 
proportions, but we can tell you how 
some of it was made. In our neck of 
woods they made paint in about a dozen 
colors, ranging from white down through 
six or seven browns, leads and _ several 
shades of red. They dug the colored clays, 
and dried them—in the sun at times, and 
in kilns, according to how they were 
equipped. They ground the clay in the 
erist mills, and sifted it afterwards. As 
long as it remained dry, the pigment 
would not lump. We have seen some that 
had been stored 50 years that was as fine 
as flour. 

Now about the mixing, they used fish 
oil. This was rendered from livers of cod 
and other fish, or from such fish as men- 
haden. They had no drier, but they 
stirred in lime which they made by burn. 
ing down oyster shells. We agree with 
you that it was some paint, and we regret 
not being able to give you a clearer recipe 
for mixing.

It so happened that in August of this 
year, in the decline of the hottest, most 
distressfully humid and enervating sum- 
mer I can recall, I began thinking about 
Christmas.

And my friend 
responded, “I think you must be out of 
your mind.” 

I was...I was out of the mind preoc 
cupied with keeping the flesh cool, with 
thoughts of drawn shades, electric fans, 
iced tea and tubs of tepid water... 1 was 
out of the mind which busied itself with 
worrying about the artesian wells, the 
parched grass, the algae on the sullen 
surface of the pool. I was somewhere 
else; I had in one moment looked into 
the forseeable future and returned to the 
past. I was seeing Christmas as it had 
been, as, God willing, it would be again. 

All the packages were wrapped, and the 
tree stood tall and fragrant, and the holly 
hung, red and green. Outside, the snow 
ideally, not too much, but a white frosting 
on the living Christmas tree, the live holly 
and on the small tree set out on the ter- 
race, bright with little apples heavy with 
suet, gay with cranberries, for the stray 
ing birds. On the hall mantlepiece the 
creche was in its place, the little animals 
and impossibly lovely angels watched; 
and there was a star. 

Now this was all out of orderliness; for 
had you looked at the mantle you would 
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perceive the little figures set out to repre 
sent summertime; a grasshopper, and a 
frog in Copenhagen porcelain, and two 
frogs in cool, dark green jade. You would 
have seen the house in its seasonable 
frock—like a sensible woman, not anti 
cipating next season—the thin white cur 
tains, the cool jars of white phlox, the 
lower design of hooked rugs; and you 
would have seen that most of the 
dust catchers had been put away; and that 
the sun porch was a lived-in place, the 
couch cushions needing plumping, and, 
as we hadn't got around to it yet, the rings 
left by the lemonade glasses still percep 
tible on the glass-topped tables. 

\s I write it is September, the last leaf 
of August torn from the calendar. The 
sky is blue, now and again; the sun occa 
sionally shines; and, just as occasionally, 
the rain comes streaking down. The air 
is heavy; there are still warm days ahead, 
too warm, and mellow autumn. But as 
you read, if read you will, the sky will be 
gray and perhaps the first snows will have 
fallen. But for me, today is Christmas. 

And every day, within the heart. Or so 
| hope. For when you awaken to a new 
day are not all the elements of Christmas 
there, the laughter and closeness, the giv- 
ing and talking of the spiritual gifts, the 
love and the worship? Of course, yet 
however deeply we know this, all of us 
fail—that’s the sad thing, I think. For the 
day's emergencies seize us, the problems 
and anxieties, the pitiable haste, the quick 
anger, the thoughtless word, the irritation 

all the reactions which we try to avoid 
on one day only. 

But there are 365 days, and every fou 
vears one day more from one Christmas 
to the next and even a fraction of the 
gaiety, gratitude and forbearance which 
most of us feel and exhibit upon Decem 
ber 25 could do a great deal to make 364 
easier not only for others but for our 
selves. It is sorrowful, but human to fail; 
it is wonderful to try again.

“It Might Have SBeen”

In the Epping, N. H. town report for 
1840, under date of February 6, the 
Selectmen credit themselves with the fol 
lowing expenditure: 

“Paid to Rowener L. Thyng for 
instructing school in district No. | 

7 months at $10 per month 

$75.00.’ 

\t that time my father as a 12-year-old, 
with a half hundred others, was conning 
his lessons under Rowena’s tutelage. 

In 1860, my mother was teaching where 
Rowena taught 20 years before, and 
where from 1869-77, I went to school with 
Rowena’s son Hermie as seatmate and 
playtellow. 

During Rowena’s teaching years, 1840 
14, she lived with an uncle and aunt, 
Samuel Lawrence and wife, at Red Oak 
Hill, some half-mile north of the school. 

Red Oak Hill was just over the line 
separating Epping and Lee. While Row 
ena was living at Red Oak Hill, John 
Greenleaf Whittier, the then young 
Quaker poet, often was in Lee—a Quaker 
community, for protracted visits with rel 
atives and friends. 

My father was there as a boy: two of 
his teachers were a Miss Thyng and a 
Mrs. Shepard; and my mother taught 
there before her marriage. My play-mate 
Hermie was Mrs. Shepard's son, but I

did not know until later that Mrs. Shep 
and Miss Thyng were one and the 
same person, nor that Mrs. Shepard was 
Lawrences, until

some years later when, as organist at the 
funeral of Mr. Lawrence, I saw the Shep- 
ards seated with mourners. 

Of Whittier’s frequent visits to Lee 
during Rowena’s teaching years, 1840-44, 
I was not to learn for many years, and of 
his connection with Mrs. Shepard (Row- 
ena), not until 1941. 

With the close of school in June, 1877, 
my Boar's Head days were over. During 
that summer Hermie Shepard and I were 
much together. One day—returning from 
a fishing trip at North River, we separat- 
ed at a fork of the road. Reaching the

Lawrence place at Red Oak Hill, and 
weary from the exertions of the day, I 
untangled my fishing gear, ate a leftover 
sandwich, threw myself upon the ground 
under the spreading branches of an old 
oak tree, and fell asleep. 

On waking, my eye was caught by an 
intriguing spot on the trunk of the shel- 
tering oak. Cut in the bark were two 
hearts enmeshed. One bore the initials 
“J. G. W.” and the other “R. L. T.” 

Seventy years later, on seeing a dupli- 
cate of the configuration upon a cup- 
board door, the old oak with its en- 
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meshed hearts behind the barn, was to 
be recalled with startling significance. 

In September, 1877, while I was at 
school at Exeter, reading Whittier’s Maud 
Muller under Frederick T. Fuller, the 
latter re-read the couplet: 

‘For all sad words of tongue or pen 

The saddest are these, ‘It might have 

been.” ”’ 

Meditatively placing the book upon the 
desk, Fuller remarked; 

“It is generally believed that Whit 
tier was the victim of a lifelong love 
tragedy. In penning those lines, he 
must have been giving expression to 
the anguish of his own soul. For sheer 
pathos they are unmatched in Eng- 
lish verse.” 

Answering one of the boys who asked, 
“Who was the lady?” Fuller replied, 

“No one knows. Her identity, nor 
the place where she lived, never has 
been discovered.” 

The couplet quoted from Maude Mul 
ler was penned 22 years after parting 
with Rowena and her marriage to Shep 
ard. 

> * * 

Whittier chanced to pick up a copy of 
a booklet of my verse at Carter, Carter & 
Karrick’s, Park Street, Boston, secured my 
Boston address, penned a few gracious 
commending lines, and suggested that I 
call when in the vicinity of his home. 

When I called, Whittier, discovering 
that I was an Epping boy, casually re 


marked: “Years ago I had a very dear 
friend living at Epping.” 
* > > 


In the summer of 1897, a teacher's In 
stitute was held at the then New Hamp 
shire College of Agriculture, Durham. At 
one of the Round Table Conferences, Dr. 
Gowing, Dr. Charles S. Murkland, presi 
dent of the college, and Channing Fol 
som, Superintendent of Schools at Dover, 
were discussing Whittier and his poems. 
\i!l were familiar with the rumored ro 
mance of the poet, but ignorant of the 
identity of the woman involved. 

Dr. Murkland remarked: 

“It is also rumored that Whittier 
wrote a woman, but 
none such appears in any published 
works. Possibly Scudder has found 
something of the kind and we may 
see it yet.”*

1832-1902 Editor 
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This was my first knowledge of a sus 
pected poem in connection with the sur 
mised romance. 

In 1900, in conversation with Owen 
Wister the novelist, | advanced Dr. Murk 
land’s thought of the suspected poem. 
Whittier died in 1892. Scudder was at 
work upon a collected edition of Whit 
tiers poems. 

Wister was in touch with Scudder, and 
communicated to him the thought ad 
vanced by Dr. Murkland. I was not to 
learn of the result of Wister’s communi 
cation to Scudder until 1941—and then 
through Mr. Currier of Harvard, with 
whom the Scudder papers had been 
lodged. 

The summer of our fishing trip beyond 
Red Oak Hill in 1877, proved to be the 
last that Hermie Shepard and I were to 
have together. We both left Epping ton 
school elsewhere. Hermie entered the 
ministry and went West. Capt. George, 
the father of Hermie, died in 1903; Row 
ena his wife in I911. At the time of the 
death of his mother, Hermie, then the 
Rev. Herman Shepard, an aging man, 
returned to his native town to end his 
days. 

When Hermie and I were boys to 
gether, Hermie’s father, Capt. George, 
had a distant cousin in Boston. ‘This 
cousin had a son Luther Shepard who, as 
a septuagenarian was to play an import 
ant role in the discovery of the reality ot 
Whittier’s surmised romance. 

Strangely enough, Hermie and Luther 
never met one another. But when Herm 
ie died in 1937, he left his estate to Dr. 
Luther—as nearest of kin, in trust for his 
surviving son, together with the guardian 
ship of the boy. 

Dr. Luther's duties as trustee and 
guardian frequently brought him to Ep 
ping, where we met on my own return 
there in 1940. 

In 1941, Epping celebrated the 200th 
anniversary of its separation from Exeter, 
settled in 1638. As the oldest living rep 
resentatives of two of the earliest settlers 
of New England, Dr. Luther and I were 
more or less active in the celebration. 

The old houses of the town were furb 
ished up, for the inspection of visitors 
the Shepard and Lawrence mansions 
among the number. While acting as cou 
ier to a group of friends, and roaming 
through the old familiar rooms of the 
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Whittier in 1855 


Lawrence place, | opened the door of a 
small wall-closet, and my attention was 
irrested by a delineation in duplicate, of 
that observed 70 years before, on the 
trunk of the old oak behind the barn 
two enmeshed hearts initialed “]. G. W.” 
ane “"E 4.. TC 

Close inspection revealed that the de 
lineation evidently had been made in 
pencil, and then the lines pricked into 
the wood with some sharp instrument- 
possibly with the pointed blade of a pair 
of Rowena’s scissors. 

lime had nearly obliterated the pen 
ciling, but left the enduring punctured 
indentations intact. It was obvious that 
the delineation on the door, and that 
upon the trunk of the tree behind the 
barn, were the work of one and the same 
hand. 

That evening the long chain of unre 
lated events was to be linked together. 
In clearing up the attic of the old Shep 
ard mansion, Dr. Luther had come upon 
a small hair trunk and other receptacles, 
containing papers, deeds, letters, bills of 
sale, etc., running back in date some 200 
years, together with a family album. 

He brought the collection to me, and 
in it I came across the copy of the 1840 
Epping Town Report, from which I have 
quoted. Folded within its leaves was a 
wide-lined sheet of blue paper, commonly 
used by clergymen when I was a boy, 
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Rowena between 1840 
44, ‘‘at the time,” says 
Mr Pearson, “‘of the 


Whittier courtship 


upon which to write their sermons, and 
which I knew as “Sermon Paper.” On it 
was penned a four-stanza poem without 
title, but dated, “Lee, N. H. 1843.” 

Recognizing the peculiar handwriting 
as identical with Whittier’s letter to me of 
1886, there flashed through my mind, the 
delineation observed on the old oak be- 
hind the Lawrence barn in 1877; Whit 
tier’s protracted visits at Lee during 
Rowena’s teaching years; her abode at 
the time at Red Oak Hill just over the 
Lee-Epping line; Whittier’s observation 
that years ago he had a very dear friend 
living at Epping; Fuller's remarks at Exe 
ter; the Round Table discusion at Du 
ham in 1897; Wister’s letter to Scudder in 
1900, and the duplication of the old oak 
delineation found that morning” in 
Rowena’s chamber. I was confident that 
the object of Whittier’s devotion was dis 
covered. 

Dr. Luther later consulted Thomas 
Franklin Currier, for many years libra- 
rian at Harvard, and now honorary cur- 
ator of New England literature at the 
university. The Scudder papers were 
lodged with Mr. Currier. Among them 
Mr. Currier now found a duplicate of the 
verses just discovered in Rowena’'s trunk. 
\s Scudder recently had been working 
upon a collected edition of Whittier’s 
works, it was assumed that the Scudder 
copy had been made by him from an 
original draft found among the Whittier 
papers. 

Subsequently, in going through the 
Whittier papers in the Essex Institute, 
Salem, Mass., Mr. Currier came upon the 
original draft of the verses in Whittier’s 
own peculiar handwriting. 

As the verses were without title in the 
Whittier draft, Scudder—possibly with 
thought of publication, had supplied a 
title. As Scudder had never heard ol 
Rowena, he had assumed the last word 
“Thyng” in the last stanza to be a mis- 
spelling of “thing,” and observing that 
the lines apostrophized an oak at Epping, 
had applied the title The Epping Oak. 

Ihe poem appended, is as found in 
Rowena’s trunk; in the Scudder papers, 
and as found in Whittier’s own hand 
writing at the Essex Institute:

Hundreds of people drive hundreds of 
miles to the small village of Rindge, New 
Hampshire—to the outdoor sunrise sery 
ices of the Cathedral of the Pines. 

Here is its story: 

Several years ago the Douglas Sloanes 
of New York, with their sons, John, 
Douglas, and Sandy, bought a New Hamp 
shire farmhouse. Included was a knoll on 
which rose a giant stand of great pines. 
Sandy called it his knoll, and loved tu 
walk there. During the 1938 hurricane 
many of the trees fell—and the wind op 
ened before the Sloane view a panorama 
of the whole Wachusett Divide. Mount 
Monadnock rose in blue majesty above 
myriad little lakes. White steeples accen 
tuated the deep greens, purples, blues 
On the knoll the wind tore off the large1 
branches and left a vaulted green arch 
“like a cathedral,” Sandy Sloane described 
it. 

In 1944, Sandy Sloane, bomber pilot in 
the European theatre of war, lost his life. 

Sandy's parents and wife thereafter 
often walked to Sandy's knoll for comfort. 
Chey began to clear a path, pulling aside 
fallen branches and piling rocks. In time, 
and without intent, the rocks became an 
oblong cairn. Sandy's brothers brought a 
cross of New Hampshire granite. Men

from the village helped. John Crosby, a 
mason, helped to set the rocks. 

Word of the Cathedral spread and peo 
ple came to pray at Sandy's knoll. Sloane 
felt that it should become a memorial to 
all who gave their lives in World War II 
As President of the N. H. Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolution, he 
suggested it to other members. A_ notice 
in that society's publication brought re 
sponse from nearly every state. Boxes 
containing stones from all parts of the 
country came to the littl: Rindge post 
ofhice. 

Pastors wrote to ask to hold services 
there. Rugged benches were built; a 
portable organ was carted up. A chon 
was formed of villagers. Within a few 
weeks of the first service, more than 10,000 
worshippers came to Sandy's Knoll. 

Sept. 8, 1946, the Cathedral of the 
Pines was dedicated to the memory of 
Lt. Sanderson Sloane. 

One day last Spring Sloane supervised 
the hanging of a great ruby velvet altar 
backdrop in preparation to the first Ro 
man Catholic Mass and Communion to be 
held at the Cathedral of the Pines. You 
had only to see him to know what this 
incoming of all faiths meant to him. The 
Cathedral of the Pines was truly “Dedicat 
ed to Almighty God As A Place Where 
All People May Worship.”

The new nylon underwear, which Mrs 


Chapin has purchased on her return here 
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Ireland, goes to the Philippines, 
though. Nothing 
more than seeing these articles made in 
\merica and advertised in our publica 
tions. Foreign ladies, retiring upstairs 
after dinner while the men smoke or 
wash up, will do more than primp. To 
them, the seeing of anything as sheer as a 
nylon slip will alone be worth the whole 
dinner party and evening. 

Of course, Mrs. Chapin does not do 
everything by guesswork. For every for 
eign station, our State Department has 
prepared a thick Post Report. Thus Mrs. 
Chapin is able to learn about rents, serv 
ants’ climate, hospitals, 
dentists, diseases, sports, and social activ 
ities well in advance. Time enough then 
to turn to the matter of furniture and 
other things to go, too. The State De 
partment expects oul foreign representa 
tives to take everything possible which 
will make them feel at home abroad. 
Mr. Chapin’s favorite armchair, the Chap 
in’s old pine spool bed, a hand-crocheted 
bedspread, paintings, rugs—all these are 
counted in. And then there is the matter 
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of taking along cases of California wine, 
Vermont maple syrup, white flour, canned 
Indian pudding, cornmeal, peanut butter, 
and other American foods not available 
out there. The Chapins are made to feel 
at home, and visitors in the Philippines 
obtain a closer idea than otherwise of 
America from these furnishings and 
foods. 

How does all this clothing, food, and 
furniture get there? Simple enough. The 
State Department has huge steel vans allot- 
ted to each couple. Everything is loaded 
in, the van is locked—not to be opened 
until it arrives. 

So much, we might say, even we could 
cope with. But how about the day when 
Mr. and Mrs. Chapin first reach the 
Philippines? Where will they live? How 
do they get a house and a servant? How 
do they know where the market is or 
which school is best for their children? 
And how does one learn how to do the 
ordering? 

Well, if State Department workers were 
not such helpful people, these first few 
weeks at a new station could be disas- 
trous. 

What happens is, however, that the 
Chapins are met at the steamer by some 
of the Embassy staff. A choice of houses 
awaits them, a servant has already been 
hired, and about three weeks of dinner 
and luncheon invitations have been ar- 
ranged for them so that practically noth- 
ing need to be done at home. 

During this interval, Mrs. Chapin finds 
an Opportunity not only to get to know 
her new surroundings, but to ask ques- 
tions and meet people. She is told, per- 
haps, that if at home she had become ac- 
customed to air her bedding from second 
story windows, here it is against the law 
before 9 a. m. 

Mrs. Chapin at once begins work on 
her card catalog. Into it go the full name 
and address of everyone she meets. If any 
have odd characteristics she notes “scoot- 
eyed,” “hair-lip,” “cauliflower ears,” “scar 
on nose,” etc. Particularly she notes mar- 
ital status. Single people are always at a 
premium at home, but abroad, when sons 
or daughters of a visiting Congressman 
have to be entertained, they are a neces- 
sity. 

Into another file go menus and dishes 
served at every house during these first 
few weeks. Gradually, Mrs. Chapin starts 
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asking her own servants about this dish 
and that, and so comes to learn what she 
may safely order for her first dinner at 
home, besides her own canned Indian 
Pudding. In a surprisingly short time, 
her cook gets around to doing things her 
way, and the children are settled in school 
and a first hectic year of getting to know 
one’s way around imperceptibly becomes 
the second year of more or less routine 
living. 

Mr. Chapin, breakfasting early at home, 
arrives at his office at about eight for 
two hours of work before the interrup 
tions begin. He comes home for lunch 
eon, and frequently stops by his home to 
take Mrs. Chapin out to cocktails, or tea 
before dinner. At first, this frightened her. 
She feared they would run out of conver 
sation with each other. But this, she says 
has never happened. 

Their social life is markedly different 
from that at home. Abroad, people with 
the same interests—horses, medicine, art, 
literature, music, education, law—stick to 
gether, more or less. This is true in 
America, but abroad Mr. and Mrs. Dip 
lomat enter every set. 

Mrs. Chapin is a member of the Amer 
ican’s Women’s Club. There is one of 
these in every diplomatic station in the 
world. Sometimes meetings are held at 
the Country Club (as in Rio de Janeiro) 
or in the Club’s own building (as in the 
Hague, Holland). In other places, meet 
ings are held at private homes. Generally 
a library is maintained and much the 
same activities are carried on by the club 
as in America. 

Mrs. Chapin also takes an active inter 
est in the general welfare problems of 
the foreign country in which she is sta 
tioned. In addition, many activities ariss 
out of the Embassy itself. At times she is 
called upon to help with the delivery of 
a baby or to be at the sick bed of some 
stranded American woman, or to visit the 
bereaved, or meet the train or plane of 
incoming visitors and staff members. Or 
she may be engaged in teaching or learn 
ing about State Department protocol. 

Protocol is used vaguely here for the 
traditional ways in which the State De 
partment expects its employees to behave. 
It covers many things but mostly has to 
do with “rank.” It is severely observed 
by the high and the low. For example, 
when leaving a room, the highest ranking 
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officer (and his wife) leave first. Tea is 
never served until the highest ranking 
lady has arrived. Aside from rank, there 
are considerations like the rule that a 
single woman employed by the State De- 
partment cannot marry and keep her job, 
too. Wives of State Department men can- 
not fill in when the staff becomes short or 
overworked. The list is long and impress- 
ive—and every item is important. But 
there is no Book of Protocol. Each one 
learns it for himself or herself. 

Then one day Mrs. Chapin finds her- 
self being congratulated by some member 
of the Embassy staff upon Mr. Chapin’s 
promotion and his assignment to a new 
and larger post. This she tells him is news 
to her—even though Mr. Chapin did tell 
her about it several days before. In dip- 
lomatic circles, Mrs. Chapin says, one 
never admits what one knows even 
though aware that the individual one is 
talking to knows about it also. 

Hardest to bear of all, however, is the 
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“Mind if I join you?”’ 


constant giving up of one’s own personal 
life for the cause of international amity. 
One longs for the chance of just once 
celebrating a birthday or an anniversary 
at home, alone, without interruption. 
Mrs. Chapin says she has tried to many 
times, but usually ends up with parties 
of 40 on the very night when dinner has 
been planned for two—or at the most, 
four. 

Diplomatic housekeeping is like keep- 
ing house for a doctor, lawyer and diplo- 
mat all rolled into one husband. Success 
does not bring the money that private 
business or even a profession at home 
might yield. The most one can look for 
ward to is retirement at half pay after 25 
years of service. But if one likes people, 
and meets them easily, here is an unse! fish 
life. It is one of bringing the world’s 
peoples closer together in mutual respect, 
and one which these many representatives 
of America abroad, like Mr. and Mrs. 
Chapin, would not change for any other.
